Overwhelming Vote Of 
Confidence On War Issue 


MADRID (lP)—Reports from 
La Linea said the remaining ci- 
vil population at Gibraltar had 
been ordered today to leave as 
soon as possible, presumably as 
a result of fresh reports of an 
imminent attack on the British 
fortress by Axis forces.

Great Britain today promised the 
Axis powers a “fight to the death” 
in the middle east and predicted 
greatly increased American aid in 
the battle of the Atlantic. London 
newspapers went farther and fore- 
cast early United States entry into 
the war. 

Prime Minister Winston Church- 
i outlined Britain’s plans and 
| hopes in a fighting speech that won 
/ him a'447 to 3 vote of confidence in 
| the house of commons while Brit- 
|ish Imperials were helping him 
'make good his promises by dash- 
|ing 300 miles over the Iraq desert 
| to chase pro-Axis troops away from 
‘the besieged R. A. F. base at Hab- 
baniya. The British also regained 
one military post in the vital pipe 
line from the Mosul oil fields. 

“I am the one whose head shoula 
‘be cut of if we don’t win the war,” 
|Churchill snapped in reply to criti- 
cisms of David Lloyd George. The 
world war premier had charged that 
Turkey permitted German troop 
ships to pass through the Dardan- 
elles to the Mediterranean and that 
Japan was awaiting an opportunity 
to seize control of the Pacific Ocean 
from the United States.

is the theory that it means “Big 
Water” which is a true description 
of the lake, but of doubtful Indian 
meaning. However this may be, San- 
chez prefers it to Bigler, saying— 
(Nellie Van De Grift Sanchez, 
“Spanish and Indian Place Names 
of California,” p 390). “Yet it is 
much to know that this pearl 
among all lakes has at least been 
fortunate enough to receive an indi- 
geneous name, escaping by a nar- 
row margin the ignominous fate of 
being called Lake Bigler, for a for- 
mer governor of the state.” 

In this connection it should be 
Stated that a number of eminent 
Californians visited the lake during 
the sixties. One of these was the 
famous clergyman, Thomas Starr 
King, a statue of whom, now stands 
as one of California’s two contribu- 
tions to the Hall of Fame. King was 
@n arch-enemy of slavery and of 
the secession of the south, Bigler 
was a secessionist in King’s opin- 
ion, and for this reason he was one 
of the first to move to re-name the 
lake so that it would not stand as a 
monument to a Secessionist. Hav- 
ing heard the new name of Tahoe 
he adopted it and popularized it in 
his sermons and other lectures
